NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE10

STATE OF MONTANA:11

That the Montana Supreme Court be urged to adopt rules to allow any person to take the examination12

for admission to the state bar if the person has graduated from any law school, whether or not the school is13

accredited by an accrediting entity, and pays a reasonable fee.14

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the rules provide that the person, upon successful completion of the15

bar examination, payment of any required licensing fees, and being of good moral character, must be admitted16

to practice law within the state.17
